Reasons for Allowance

for allowance is the limitation that that the upper part and central pressing stamp closing the 
hollow space of the head part for the forming of a tolerance compensating recess in the head part 
of the stopper, wherein the upper part of the mold forms a planar surface surrounding said 
tolerance compensating recess on the head part, which is not disclosed by the prior art.
